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DETAIL ACTION 



Reasons For Allowance 



1 . Claims 2-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose vehicular lamp comprising a lamp body operable to accommodate said light 
source and protect said light source from water; a first resistor provided in an outside of said 
lamp body and connected in series with said light source; and a current limiting circuit provided 
in an inside of said lamp body operable to prevent an excess current supplied to said light source 
in a case where dump surge occurs in a supplied voltage or current to be supplied to said light 
source as required in claims 2, 5 and 6. 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. Wesson (US Pat. 6,786,625) discloses LED light module for vehicles. None of 
cited/recorded prior arts stands alone or combination with others discloses all limitation required 
in claim invention.
